We have no organiza- 
tion, for instance, comparable to 
the Fabian Women's group, and the 
Women's Co-operative Guild in En- 
gland. I, an American, find it rela- 
tively easy to study and appraise the 
feminism of Germany and Northern 
Europe; but the women of my own 
country are still unknown and un- 
knowable to me. 

“Are the women of America more 
radical than the men” Almost any 
answer one could give would be mis- 
leading. It is evident that the new 
woman leaders in the old political 
parties are startlingly radical as 
compared with the men: but there 
is no evidence that these women typ- 
ify the women of America.” 

“You think that politicians. men 
end women, are scarcely representa- 
tive of the American rank and file?” 
I asked. 

“I don't know that these women 
are politicians,” she said. “It seems 
more likely that they are in politics 
by accident. Because of a certain 
manifestation of feminiam in Amer. 
ica, woman obtained the suffrace. 
Having obtained it. she is making 
more or less interesting experiments 
in its use But politics is man’s in- 
vention. Woman may find it handy 
certain purposes: bift when she 
has some great feminine goal in view 
she is quite apt to employ of 
her own inventions instead. 

Not Trained in Business. 

“The women leaders who are just 
now in the limelight do unquestion- 
ably have a different viewpoint from 
the men I think there is a very 
fimple explanation These leaders 
for the most part are from the up- 
per-class homes To a great extent 
they are the wives and daughters of 
our commercial and industrial lords. 
who were left with abundant means 
and abundant leisure to amuse them- 
selves as they choose. If they want- 
ed a pet gorilla they bought it. If 
they got interested in a pet charity 
instead, friend husband was equally 
content 

“So it came to pass that very many 
of these women, as an escape from 
boredom, became amateur social 
workers and took prominent places 
on committees to investigate this and 
that. They were not trained in busi- 
ness from the business man's point 
of view. They had not fought as 
their husbands had fought to main- 
these enterprises aguinst all 
comers They began their investi- 
gations from the other end and they 
unearthed all the ecruvelties and 
abuses and social hardships which 
foliowed in the wake of their hus 
hands success.

“In the meantime came the strug- 
gic for suffrage.

HE most powerful and mysterious 
in nature, whicb has terrified man since 
he has dwelt on this planet, and which 
has frequently slain him during the vio- 
lence of storms, was harnessed in the 
nineteenth century to provide mechan- 
ical energy, Hight and heat. The same 
eycle of years witnessed man’s effort to make this 
mysterious power heal and cure as well, but it was 
not until we had started well along in the twentieth 
century that positive resulta began to be attained. 
Recent reports from the Boston City Hospital, where 
fas been put in operation the largest electro-ph}ssical 
therapeutic department in the world, would  indi- 
cate that surprising wrogress at last is being made. 
The department treats anywhere from 100 to 130 pa- 
tients a day and it has been in operation long enough 
to enable the physicians in charge to report with con- 
viction.

Webster went immediately to his 
room, called for pen and paper, and 
proceeded at once to do that which he 
had never done before—to wit: prepare 
his last will and testament. For the 
first time in his career death threat- 
ened while he had money in his pos- 
seasion, and had before him for per- 
formance a task requiring the expendi- 


formance of that task: win, lose or draw in the game 
of life: so in a few brief paragraphs John Stuart 
Webster made a holographic will and split his bank 
roll equally between the two human heings he cared 
for most—FPilly Geary and Dolores Ruey “Rill’s a 
gambler, like me,” he ruminated; “so I!

Having made his will, Webster made a copy of it 
The original he placed in an envelope, sealed, and 
marked “Last Will and Testament of John S. Web- 
ster of Denver, Colorado, U. 3.

The copy he also placed in an envelope marked: 
“From Jack. Not to be opened until after my death.” 
This envelope he then inclosed in a larger one and

Having made his few simple preparations for death, 
Mr. Webster next Durrowed in his trunk, brought forth 
his army-type automatic pistol and secured it in a hol- 
ster under his arm, for he deemed it unwise and pro- 
vocative of curiosity to appear in immacuiate ducks 
that bulged at the right hip.

on their perilous ride from North Platte, Neb 

Once more, as in the remote days of 1867, Bishop 
Tuttle had made the trip from North Platte to Denver, 
as also from Omaha to North Platte, but in a Puilman 
this time instead of a stage coach, and in 12 hours 
instead of seven days; through « country no longer 
terrorized by red men and road agents, but now smil- 
ing under the civilization of which he may justly claim 
to have been one of the pioneers. On this latest jour- 
ney through the “Wild West’ the venerable Bishop 
still carried his Bible, but the Winchester rifle which 
was his equaliy ciose companion in the oid days has 
been laid aside forever. 

In a recent article H. G. Wells proctaimed the need 
for a new “Bible of Civilization.’ [!f it is ever writ- 
ten, the name of Bishop Tuttle must be inscribed there- 
in as one of the modern patriarchs of the church. 
Eighty-four vears old, for 54 of those vears he has been 
a Bishop of the Protestant Eniscepal Church: and for 
18 of the 54 he has been its Presiding Uishop, in which 
capacity, adding now to the roll the name of Bishop 
Ingley, he has consecrated no less than 8?) Bishops 
Veriiy, a father of Bishops as well as a patriarch’ 

Then, too, while still the active and vigorous Bishop 
of the Diocese of Missouri, bv virtue of his position 
as presiding Hishop of the Church he is also president 
of its domestic and foreign missionary society, the 
100th anniversary of whose foundation will be ceile- 
brated throughout the world on Nov. 6 When one 
reflects that during 54 of the 100 vears of the soctety’s 
life Bishop Tuttle has been a Bishop, and during 59 
of them a priest active in the missionary cause, be- 
sides being the oldest ordained Bishop in the active 
service of the church, one must realize how iarge this 
sturdy minister bulks in the impending centenary 

It still remains for someone to write a history of 
the influence of the missionary movement on the de- 
velopment of the great West. Before the tide of im- 
migration swept over the Alleghenies and flooded the 
Mississippi Valley and the plains beyond, the mis- 
siorraries bad ventured into the wilderness for work 
among the Indians. They were a part of the migration 
into the Southwest: they went ahead cf Lewis and 
Clark into the Oregon country: they were with the 
‘forty-niners in the gold rush. 

When the first sparse settlements were built, and 
the West began to take form and shape, they planted 
schoolhouses and churches and cast in their lot with 
the pioneers, whose lives are the essence of the ro- 
mance of the building of the nation. The lot of the 
hardiest of the frontiersmen was that of the self-sac- 
rificing missionary, and that lot was the life of Daniel 
Sylvester Tuttle. 

lie was a New York boy, who had paid his way 
through Columbia University by act- 
ing as tutor to the sons of Bishop Ho- 
ratio Potter, and other New Yorkers, 
who later became weli Known. Be- 
ing graduated with the class of 1862 of 
the General Theological Seminary, he 
had barely embarked upon his career 
when, still a year short of the 20 years 
requisite to qualify as a Bishop, he was 
elected at a special meeting of the 
House of Bishops in 1866 to the mis- 
sicnary bishopric of Utah, Montana 
and ftdaho. This was unusual: but 
the vouthful Bishop seems to have been 
an unusual sort of a man. Six feet 
in height, broad shouldered, muscular, 
ehergetic and ardent, as a divinity stu- 
dent he had already qualified for the ~ 
sort of vigorous action which would be 
required of a miasionary in the field 
to which he had been assizened.

request. Placing his Rand firmly on the boor’s shoul- 
der, Tuttle said, quiet!s 

“You must put up that cigar; you cannot smoke it 
in this etaze.” 

“Are vou the boss of this stage?” asked the smoker. 

“Sufficiently sco to assure you that yon must net 
smoke here,” replied the future Bishop. Whereat the 
smoker desisted. Later the two men faced Tuttle on 
a Fulton ferry boat.

Tuttle walked away. The man followed, with an in- 
sulting epithet; whereupon the mild-looking theological 
siudent pushed his tormentor aside. He landed in a 
heap on the deck of the boat. Then the other man 
rushed to the defense of his companion. The Episcopal 
arm Went out once more, and down went the other 
man. A deck hand came between the disputants, and 
presentiy ail three faced a police court Judge, who 
promptly released Tuttle after the circumstances had 
been explained. 

“| had no intention of Knocking these men down,” 
said Tuttle, “but only of giving a wholesome check to 
their impudence. I was quite as much astonished as 
they to see the quickness and completeness of their fall 
The explanation, | suppose, is that at the gymnasium |! 
have been taking boxing lessons.” 

Which in some measure explains the sort of a man it 
was that had been selected to go into the cow camps 
and the mining towns of the uncurbed West and preach 
the word of God 

He had to wait almost a vear before he had reached 
the age necessary for his consecration; but finally, 
after a tearful farewell to his wife and their 8-months’- 
old boy, the new Bishop, on May 23, 1867. turned his 
face westward from Albany, N. Y. It is interesting to 
note that he carried letters of introduction from the 
Secretary of War, Edward M. Stanton, to the military

commanders in the vast etmnpire which he was about 
to take under his sjiritua! direction 
His route lay by way of Chicago to Omaha, and

Denver and Salt Lake -City, his ultitnate destination 
And it is a notable circumstance that, in this centen- 
niai year of the missionary society, it Was over precige. 
ly the same route from Omaha on that Bishop Tuttle 
journeyed last week 

Leaving Aibany at 6 p.m. on May 25, 186), he reached 
Chicago at 7 a. m. on Mav 25, which in the days hefore 
the Twentieth Century Limited was dreamed of wag re. 
garded as fast traveling. With three days’ rest tn the 
“trading post’ now known as the greai city of Chi. 
cago, he pushed en westward, arriving at Omaha on 
the night of May 28, after being ferried across the 
Missouri River from Council Bluffs in a flat boat. The 
new Bishop wasn't particularly impressed with Omaha 

“The streets are very muddy,” he wrote home to his 
wife, “and the whole town is new, formless and 
dirty.” 

[t was there that he got the first news of Indian 
trouble. A wait of three days was necessary to insure 
comparative safety aleng the next leg of the journey 
to North Piatte, which was reached June 4. There he 
learned that the last stage easi from Denver had beep 
captured and burned by Indians. and the driver killed 
Another and a longer wait ensued .en. Sherman, 
whose exploits in the war between the states were ati]] 
current history, Was expected in with word about the 
savages. Meanwhile, the Bishecp had his first taste of 
frontier life. In a letter to Mrs. Tuttle he wrote: 

“We staved five dave in the crowded, hastily con- 
structed, high-priced hotel at North Platte. We could 
get only one bedroom appropriated to us, so the two 
clergymen slept in their blankets on the office floor 
Each night after the ladies had retired | lay down on 
the floor in their room, with a bianket and a »illow, 
my revolver under the latter.” 

All sorts of rumors as to Indian attacks were flying 
about. Three stages struggied in from Denver witb @ 
exciting story of a battle with the red men. The fore- 
sizhted Bishop took measures. He wrote to his wife: 

“Tl bave Deen out and purchased two rifles for Mr. 
Goddard and myself at $27 each. We shall go out this 
afternoon and practice shooting with them.’ 

Of the North Platte of the period, he wrote: 

“At North Platte no religious services of anv kind 
are held on Sunday. Men work and trade and buy and 
sell just as usual, and gamble and quarre! much more 
than usual. It must be one of the wickedest places on 
the face of the earth.” 

A little target practice, and more or less reassuring 
news from ‘“‘out there.” and the party of 1° were finally 
off tn Union Pavific cars, unver an escort of United 
States troopers. This train, which carried the party 
to -Fort Sedgewick, was the first Union Pacifie train 
which had gone west of North Platte. It carried the 
Bishop 606 miles further on the journey to the advance 
line of the transcontinental railroad Passage of the 
Platte River was in flatboats, “towed by wading and 
swimming men, helped by two nien working oars 

Note the baggage the missionary party carried, 
among other things: 

“We carried,” says the Bishop, “about 25 rifles, all 
breeth-lceading and some shooting 20 balls without re- 
loading, 30 revolvers and nearly 4°00 rounds of am- 
munition.” 

Thus equipped, they boarded four stage coaches for 
the run to Denver, the Bishop on the box seat of one 
beside the driver. The second day out was Sunday, and 
that afternoon, while the stage rumbled over the trac%- 
legs prairie, he read service from the Book of Common 
Prayer, with a rifle across his knees 

‘A mounted man, on a flee’ hurse. well acquainted 
with the Indians,” he says, “went before and beside 
us aS scout to watch the ravines and bluffs and secure 
us against surprise. On the afternoon of Monday, 
through a dangerous part of the way, two scouts eccom- 
panied us It would have made one smile grimly to 
see Mr. Geddard with me on the stage top, each of us 
carefully holding our rifle. and me with a carbine 
pouch slung over my shoulder carrving 5 balls.” 

‘It was a strange thing,” he con- 
tinues, “to feel that we were riding 
through an enemy's country, and that 
only the sharp eves of vonder easy rid- 
ing scout and the constant protection 
of Almighty God were saving us from 
being surprised at almost every turD 
by Indians, hundreds of whom were 
just beyond the distant bluffs, their 
scouts, of course, constantly watch- 
ing us.”’ 

They did see several parties of la- 
dians, but the swollen river separated 
them from the party And thus went 
the ride into Denver in those early 
days, through Julesburg and Fort 
Sedgewick, but wilderness for the rest,
